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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Wachtler et al. still anticipates the claimed 
invention. In summary, applicant continues arguing that Wachtler et al. fails to teach the limitation about an adhesive positioned on the 
back surface of the microelectronic die. However, this argument is not persuasive since Wachtler et al. clearly teaches the required 
location of the adhesive. For instance, Figures 9-22 shows a back surface of a die (1 6) secured within cavity (1 4) of substrate (12). In 
column 8, lines 54-59, Wachtler et al. further teaches that "die 16 is secured within a cavity 14 of substrate 12 by adhesive." Thus, an 
adhesive is interposed between the back surface of the die (16) and substrate (12). 

In addition, it is noted that Wachtler teaches at least two embodiments, one in which a gap between the edge of the die (16) and the cavity 
(14) is filled with the adhesive; and the other, in which the gap is not filled with the adhesive [see col. 8, lines 60-63]. Figures 9-22 of 
Wachetler shows the embodiment in which the gap is not filled with adhesive, but with dielectric material (24) [see fig. 10]. Thus, the gap 
and the edge of die (16) are free of adhesive. Therefore, the adhesive is only on the back surface of die (16). As such, the rejections are 
considered to be proper since Wachetler anticipates the claimed invention by teaching an adhesive interposed between the substrate and 
the back surface of the die . 
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
